WHOLESALE PRICES IN AUGUST 
BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 


‘The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups 
of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified 
according to stage of manufacture, and (6) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (0) are also included 
in their appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases whete the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells 
it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index.

Food and Tobacco.—The rise in August of nearly 2 per 
cent. shown by the cereals group index was due to higher 
prices for barley, the increases being 10 per cent. for malting 
barley and 7} per cent. for the Gazette average; these 
rises were partly offset by the decrease as from 1 August 
of 7 per cent. in the controlled price of British feeding 
barley. The fall of about 2 per cent. for the other food 
group was due to lower average prices for potatoes ; oranges 
were 11 per cent. dearer on the average, owing to a rise in 
price during July. The only change in the meat, fish and 
eggs group was a rise of nearly 4 per cent. in the price of 
wet fish. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Group changes 
were all less than 4 per cent., the only commodity price 
changes within the month which exceeded 1 per cent. being : 
increases for goatskins (10 per cent.), hemp (4 per cent.) and 
carpet yarn and rubber (each 1} per cent.), and a decrease 
of 14 per cent. in the average import value of iron ore and 
in the price of imported dry hides (Americanos).

CONTROL OF SILK 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Silk 
(No. 7) Order (8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1311, price 1d.) which 
consolidates the provision of the three previous Orders and 
introduces certain new provisions and amendments. 

The changes are :- 


(a) Spinners are now free to carry out without a licence the 
initial processing of waste silk up to and including the 
sliver stage. 

(6) Control is extended to thrown and spun silk yarns and 

(c) Dealings in silk both abroad and at home are controlled. 


INVOICING OF GOODS CONTROLLED 
UNDER CLOTH AND APPAREL ORDER 


The Board of Trade draw attention to the fact that under 
the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order, 1941,* 
goods supplied to unregistered persons after 8 September 
must be counted against a registered manufacturer’s quota 
irrespective of whether the goods were invoiced, paid for, 
or in production before that date. 


EXPORTS 

Under the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) 
Order, 1941,* registered persons may supply goods direct to 
overseas customers free of quota and coupon restrictions. 
Wholesaler and other unregistered traders will require 
coupons in order to obtain goods for export or to replace 
goods exported from stock. For this exporters may apply 
for a float of coupons based on their recent exports, and 
renewable at intervals of three months on the basis of 
quantities actually exported since the initial issue of 
coupons. 

An exporter who was on the Woven Textiles Register or 
the Home Trade Register on 1 September 1941 should

apply to the Chief Accountant, Board of Trade, Carlton 
Hotel, Bournemouth, for an issue of coupons. At the same 
time he should send a declaration of the quantity and 
coupon value of rationed goods exported or used in the 
manufacture of goods for export in the four months May 
to August, and an undertaking that coupons issued on the 
application will be used only in acquiring goods for export. 
An exporter who was not on either register on 1 September 
1941 should follow *the same procedure and have his 
declaration confirmed by an auditor’s certificate. 

If after about three months (the period need not be 
precise) the exporter should apply in the same way for a 
further issue of coupons, he must send in every case an 
undertaking as before, and a statement accompanied by an 
auditor’s certificate showing the quantity and coupon value 
of rationed goods exported since the initial issue of coupons. 
The coupons issued will be endorsed “ quota free” and 
registered manufacturers to whom they are surrendered 
may supply goods against them free of quota. 


SURRENDER OF COUPONS BY 
MAN UFACTURERS 


All manufacturers of rationed goods into whose hands 
coupons finally pass, must surrender these coupons to the 
Board of Trade. 

By a direction issued under the Consumer Rationing Order, 
1941,* persons registered under the Limitation of Supplies 
(Cloth and Apparel) Order, 1941,+ must make a return on a 
specified form of the rationed goods supplied by them during 
the period 1 June to 7 September 1941, and surrender the 
appropriate number of coupons. The forms will be sent to them 
in the next few days. 

Certain manufacturers of rationed goods, mainly small manu- 
facturers, are not registered under the Limitation of Supplies 
(Cloth and Apparel) Order, 1941. They must also make a return 
on a specified form of the rationed goods they supplied during 
the period 1 June to 31 August 1941, and surrender the coupons. 
All who are under the obligation of making this return should at 
once consult their local Trade Association, Chamber of Com- 
merce or Chamber of Trade, where they may see the necessary 
form. Copies of it (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1375) may be obtained 
from the Stationery Office. 

All returns must be sent in not later than 30 September 1941 to 
the Assistant Secretary, Industries and Manufactures Dept. 2, 
Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth. 


MAKERS-UP AND WHOLESALERS 


The trade of some makers-up and wholesalers previously 
registered under the Limitation of Supplies Orders f was entirely 
or almost entirely with other registered persons, and in conse-

quence they will not have a sufficient float of coupons with which 
to continue trading. 

To assist these firms, the Board of Trade are ready to receive 
applications for an allocation of vouchers based on the goods 
supplied to registered traders between 1 July and 8 September. 

Applications should be sent to Marsham Court, Bournemouth, 
and should be supported by a declaration stating the money and 
coupon value of the goods supplied to registered persons during 
that period. 


CONTROL OF MAGNESIUM (NO. 2) ORDER, 
1941 ; 


The Control of Magnesium (No. 1) Order, 1940 (S. R. & O. 
1940 No. 1312, price 2d.), referred to a “‘ fixed price.” The 
effect of the Control of Magnesium (No. 2) Order, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1314, price Id.), as from the second 
day of September 1941, is to alter this wording, where 
appropriate, to “ fixed or maximum price.” 


STANDARDISATION OF HOLLOW-WARE 


The Board of Trade has issued an Order—the Hollow- 
ware (Control of Manufacture) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 
No. 1345, price 1d.)—with the object of effecting economy 
in the use of labour and materials by standardisation in 
manufacture of hollow-ware in general demand, principally 
for domestic purposes. 

The Order, which comes into effect on 24 September, forbids, 
except under licence, manufacture, by manufacturers who are 
on the Home Trade Register, Class 9, of the Limitation of 
Supplies (Misc.) (No. 11) Order, 1941,* of hollow-ware made 
wholly or mainly of iron or steel. Manufacturers who are not 
registered under that Order do net require a licence. 

Licences must be applied for immediately from the Board of 
Trade, Industrial Supplies Department, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 

A catalogue or list of all hollow-ware which is being manu- 
factured at the present date must be submitted with the applica- 
tion. An out-of-date catalogue may be used for this purpose 
provided that the sizes and types of hollow-ware being manu- 
factured to-day are clearly indicated. 

Directions as to manufacture will be given from time to time. 
It is anticipated that with the assistance of the trade the supply 
of essential hollow-ware, subject to the quotas imposed by the 
Limitation of Supplies Orders, should be more economically and 
satisfactorily maintained. 

The hollow-ware affected includes such articles as pots, pans, 
pails, cans, kettles, buckets and bins of all kinds made from iron 
or steel whether galvanised, japanned, enamelled or treated in 
any way. 

Standardisation is not expected to make fewer goods available 
to the public. On the contrary, by eliminating a number of 
sizes and shapes, standardisation should make possible manu- 
facture of larger quantities of goods from given amounts of 
material. Because of economies to be effected in labour and 
material resulting from standardisation the effect of the new 
Order should be to decrease rather than increase prices. 


A.R.P. PROTECTIVE CLOTHING 


Employers can now obtain without the surrender of coupons 
(and free of quota restrictions) the A.R.P. clothing needed by the 
staff they are required to equip under the Civil Defence Act. 
In order to obtain the clothing employers must send their sup- 
pliers a certificate signed by the authority responsible for super- 
vising A.R.P. arrangments under the Act. Certificate forms 
specifying the clothing covered by the scheme will shortly be 
obtainable from the various A.R.P. supervisory authorities. 

Those employing 30 or less employees who have voluntarily 
carried into effect A.R.P. measures parallel to those imposed by 
the Act, may also obtain coupon-free supplies against signed 
certificates obtained from the same source. 

These certificates may be used instead of coupons by retailers 
when ordering from their suppliers. Suppliers may supply 
against the certificates the equivalent amount of rationed goods 
ex quota and free of coupons. 


CLOTHING COUPON QUIZ 


The Board of Trade have just issued an explanatory 
booklet dealing with the clothes rationing scheme. ‘‘ Cloth- 
ing Coupon Quiz,” contains tables giving the number of 
coupons required for rationed clothing and footwear, a list

GOODS AND SERVICES (PRICE CONTROL) 
ACT, 1941 


ORDERS FIXING MAXIMUM PRICES AND MARGINS 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Centra! 
Price Regulation Committee, have made Orders * fixing 
the maximum prices and margins for certain kinds of 
cloths, hosiery and other garments of general utility, 
which may be supplied or made up from cloth supplied 
under the special quotas established by the Limitation of 
Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order, 1941,+ and the Limita- 
tion of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) (No. 2) Order, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1374). 

Maximum prices (excluding purchase tax) are prescribed 
which may be charged to the retailer by a manufacturer or 
wholesaler, for men’s, youths’ and boys’ outer garments. These 
prices are overriding maxima ;'' the Order prescribing them 
requires that no manufacturer shall sell at a price which would 
yield him more than 4 per cent. net profit on his costs of produc- 
tion and sale, provided that in no case may the price exceed the 
figure shown in the schedule. This Order also fixes the maximum 
wholesale and retail margins and prices for hosiery and knitted 
underwear of general utility defined in the Fifth Schedule to the 
Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order, 1941,7 as 
amended by the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) 
(No. 2) Order, 1941. The maximum margin of net profit which 
a manufacturer may obtain on this hosiery is fixed at 7} per cent. 
on his costs of production and sale as defined in the Order. 
Another Order fixes the wholesale and retail margins and prices 
for utility cloths specified in the Fifth Schedule to the Limitation 
of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order, 1941.7 

The maximum margins laid down for distributors are in all 
cases 20 per cent. on the cost price for wholesalers, and for 
retailers 334“per cent. on cost including Purchase Tax where 
payable. The maximum wholesale and retail prices of these 
goods will generally speaking be based on the application of 
these percentages to the maximum price fixed for the manu- 
facturer with certain necessary adjustnients. The schedule of 
these prices will be issued shortly. 

The Orders are necessary to complete the arrangements made 
by the Directorate of Civilian Clothing for ensuring supplies of 
essential clothing of the cheaper kinds during the coming winter. 
These clothes are only now beginning to be made and cannot 
be on sale to the public for some time. It is necessary to announce 
the prices now in order that manufacturers may be able to make 
their plans and put the goods into production, but this does not 
mean that clothes at these prices are yet available. Further 
Orders fixing the maximum prices for other kinds of clothing of 
general utility will be made shortly. 

An Order has also been made imposing certain requirements in 
regard to invoices relating to the above utility cloth and apparel. 


OUTFITS FOR AGRICULTURAL STUDENTS 


Students who are about to enter Agricultural Colleges need 
special outfits, and they will in future be able to get certain 
essential articles of clothing, without giving coupons, if they 
present to the retailer a certificate signed on behalf of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries in England and Wales, or 
of the Department of Agriculture in Scotland. These certificates 
will be suppliedeto students by the Principals of Agriculturai 
Colleges. Traders may use these certificates as equivalent to 
coupons for ordering rationed goods from their suppliers. 


MAKERS-UP OF WOMEN’S OUTSIZE 
GARMENTS 


A notice recently issued by the Board of Trade announced the 
arrangements for the issue of extra coupons to specialist makers- 
up of women’s outsize garments. The qualifying sizes referred 
to in the notice are measurements of the person, as normally 
taken in the trade, not of the garment, namely :— 


For women’s dresses: sizes over 44 inches hips. 
For women’s coats: sizes over 44 inches bust, 49 inches hips.

COUPONS FOR GOODS ON WHICH 
PURCHASE TAX IS CHARGEABLE 


Purchase Tax is charged on some rationed goods, but not all. 
Coupons must be given, however, for all rationed goods, according 
to the rates published in the official lists. This applies even if 
the goods were bought by the shopkeeper before Purchase Tax 
was introduced. j 


TOILET PREPARATIONS USED AS PROTEC- 
TION AGAINST DERMATITIS 


Factories in which toilet preparations are used for 
protection of workers against dermatitis have been limited 
in the quantities they can get by the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 11) Order, 1941 (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 29 May 1941, page 348). If they are 
unable to get enough for their needs, and provided that one 
of H.M. Inspectors of Factories certifies that there is a risk 
of dermatitis in the nature of the factory work, the Board 
of Trade will issue a special licence to the supplier of the 
preparation. This will permit quantities to be obtained by 
the factory beyond the supplier’s quota. 


HIRE OF BUILDING AND ENGINEERING 
PLANT 


The Minister of Works and Buildings has made the Control of 
Rates of Hire of Plant Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1277, 
price 2d.), fixing maximum rates of hire of certain types of plant 
used in the building and civil engineering industries and giving 
powers of inspection of books, accounts or other documents in 
connection therewith. 


MINISTRY OF FOOD ORDERS

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


NEW STANDARDS FOR LIMITS AND FITS AND 
PLAIN LIMIT GAUGES 

Two important British Standards have recently been 
issued by the British Standards Institution, which will be 
of interest to all engineering works concerned with the 
questions of establishing manufacturing tolerances on 
engineering products and of fixing tolerances for gauges 
which are to contro! manufacture and inspection. 


One of these standards comprises a new issue of the B.S. 164: 
“Limits and Fits for Engineering,’ originally published in 
1924. The tables in the present issue are identical with those 
of the earlier publication but the text has been completely 
re-written and considerably amplified. It includes definitions in 
explanation of hole basis and shaft basis systems, and unilateral 
and bilateral systems, and it includes a number of recommenda- 
tions which will be of assistance to the designer in selecting the 
appropriate tolerances for the class of workmanship and type of 
fit required. 

The second specification now issued is B.S. 969: ‘‘ Tolerances 
for Plain Limit Gauges,” this specification being complementary 
to the recently issued B.S. 919: ‘‘ Screw Thread Gauge Toler- 
ances.” This new British Standard includes a comprehensive 
explanation of the relationship between work tolerances and 
gauge tolerances and the disposition of the tolerances on both 
workshop and inspection gauges in relation to the limits of the 
work. Tables are given for the appropriate gauge tolerances 
for plug, gap and ring gauges, for all work tolerances from 
0-0003 in. to 0-2 in. The specification also deals with the manner 
of stating gauge tolerances on drawings and of the marking of 
the gauges themselves. 

An attempt has been made in these two specifications to give, ° 
in a clear concise form, all of the essential information needed 
by designers in fixing tolerances for work and gauges, and these 
specifications should be in the hands of every engineer concerned 
with the manufacture of interchangeable components. They 
are obtainable from the British Standards Institution, 28, 
Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1, as follows: B.S. 164, 2s. 3d. ; 
B.S. 164, Supplement (Metric Units), ls. 3d.; and B.S. 969, 
2s. 3d., post free in each instance. 


B.S. 983: ADDENDUM I 


In the recent Consumer Rationing (No. 4) Order, 1941, various 
textile merchandise has been exempted from coupon value, 
provided such merchandise complies with the definitions set out 
in a recent British Standard publication. This publication is 
known as B.S. 983, Addendum I, and is planned to be a guide 
to the Trade in the interpretation of the above mentioned 
order. 

It will be recalled that in Consumer Rationing (No. 1) Order, 
lace and lace net were exempt from coupons. Considerable 
difficulty arose throughout the trade owing to the fact that it is 
most difficult for the ordinary retailer to distinguish between 
lace net and net cloth. 

This anomalous position has now been righted by the exemp- 
tion of curtain net, and a definition of curtain net, which is 
designed to include both lace net and net cloth is included in 
Addendum I. 

The second clause in these definitions deals with window blind 
holland, and has been designed to cover only such holland as is 
suitable for making window blinds. It does not cover tailors’ 
holland of linen, or holland used for making children’s pinafores, 
ete. 

The remaining definitions deal with materials and articles 
mentioned in the Rationing Order, and it is essential for everyone 
concerned to have a copy of these specifications for ready 
reference.

EGYPT 


DEFINITIONS OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES AND 
REGULATIONS AS TO THE SALE THEREOF 


The Egyptian “ Journal Officiel ” of 7 August 1941 contains a 
Proclamation No. 162, dated 7 August, and effective from that 
date, concerning definitions of alcoholic beverages for consump- 
tion in Egypt. A copy of the Proclamation (in French) may be 
seen by those interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
Neville House, Page Street, London, 8.W.1 (D.O.T. Reference 
15064/35/41). 

According to this Proclamation the description of alcoholic 
beverages by regional appellations such as “‘ Champagne, 
“* Cognac,” “* Tokay,” “‘ Port,” “‘ Hock,” “‘ Sherry,” “ Madeira,” 
“Malaga,” ‘“‘ Burgundy” and “ Bordeaux’’ is prohibited 
unless the beverages concerned are imported from those regions 
and are accompanied by certificates of origin. 

The Proclamation prohibits the sale in Egypt of distilled or 
fermented alcoholic beverages unless they comply with the 
definitions laid down. Some of these definitions are given below. 

Cider.—Beverage obtained from a fermentation of apples. 
The alcoholic content must not be less than 3 per cent. of the 
volume. The degree of acidity must not exceed 3 grammes of 
acetic acid to the litre. 

If the basic preparation for this beverage should be another 
fruit than the apple, the undermentioned names apply respec- 
tively—date wine, perry, plum wine. 

Beer.—Gaseous alcoholic beverage obtained by the fermenta- 
tion of a wort of pure barley, hop flowers, barm and mineral 
water. 

Rice and sugar in a proportion not exceeding 35 per cent. may 
be added to the barley. 

(1) Light Beer.—The original wort must not be less than 
9 per cent. of the weight ; the alcoholic percentage not less than 
2} and the degree of fermentation not less than 50 per cent. 
The generic weight before fermentation must not be less than 
1,0363. 

(2) Medium Beer.—Known as ‘“ Export Beer” or beer of 
which the type is not specified. The original wort must not be 
less than 12 per cent. of the weight, the alcoholic percentage not 
less than 3 per cent. of the weight and the degree of fermentation 
not less than 1,0488. 

(3) Heavy Beer.—Known as “ Double Malt.” The original 
wort must not be less than 16 per cent. of the weight, the 
alcoholic percentage not less than 3-5 and the degree of fermenta- 
tion not less than 44 per cent. The generic weight before fer- 
mentation must not be less than 1,0657. 

The nature of the beer should be mentioned on the container 
or on the labels. In general, the beer should have a natural 
flavour and odour, and it should be clear and without residue. 


The beer should not contain any preservatives other than- 


sulphur dioxide, the quantity of which is not to exceed 20 milli- 
grammes per litre. The beer must also be free from poisonous 
substances, as also from saccharine and saponin (soap-bark) or 
any foreign matter injurious to health. 

Gin.—Alcoholic beverage obtained from the distillation of a 
mash of cereals saccharified by the diastase of malt, then 
flavoured by redistillation with the addition of juniper berries 
and other vegetable materials. The alcoholic content must not 
be less than 42 per cent. of the volume. 

Geneva (Geniévre).—Beverage obtained by simple distillation, 
with the addition of juniper berries, of a fermented wort of wheat, 
barley and oats. The alcoholic content must not be less than 
42 per cent. of the volume. 

Whisky.—Alcoholic beverage obtained from the fermentation 
and distillation of a mash of grains which must not lose the 
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essential ingredients by distillation. Each quality must conform 
to its own characteristics and composition. The alcoholic content 
must not be less than 40 per cent. of the volume. It must be free 
from preservatives foreign to its nature or injurious to health. 
Arrangements have been made for Scotch and Irish whisky 
exported to Egypt from the United Kingdom and Eire to be 
accompanied by certificates of age and origin (see ‘‘ Board of 


Trade Journal” of 16 August 1941, page 98).

INSURANCE OF GOODS 


A Supplement to the Federated Malay States Government 
Gazette of 28 May contains a copy of the following Order which 
has the effect of prohibiting the import or export of any goods 
unless the Import or Export Declaration bears a certificate to 
the effect that the goods in question have been insured against 
marine and war risks. 

A Supplement to the Straits Settlements Government Gazette 
of 30 May and the North Borneo Official Gazette Extraordinary 
of 14 June contain copies of similar orders. 

1. This Order may be cited as the ‘‘ Importation and Exporta- 
tion of Goods (Marine and War Risks Insurance) Order, 1941, 
and shall come into force with effect from 30 May 1941, 
inclusive. 

2. In this Order 

“import declaration’’ means form ‘‘Customs No. 2” form 
“Customs No. 6” or form ‘‘ Customs No. 19” as the case may be. 

“export declaration ” means form ‘‘ Customs No. 4” or form 
“Customs No. 20” as the case may be. 

‘‘ British Empire” means the United Kingdom, the Dominions, 
India, Burma, the British Colonies, Protectorates and Protected 
States and territories under British mandate. 

‘importation ’’ means importation by sea. 

“ exportation ’’ means exportation by sea. 

3. The importation from and the exportation to all destinations 
other than destinations in the British Empire and the Nether- 
lands Indies of all goods whatsoever is prohibited unless there 
has been endorsed on the import or export declaration as the 
case may be, a certificate in the form prescribed in the Schedule 
to this Order showing the name and address of any company 
participating in the insurance.of such goods. 

4. Such statement shall be signed as correct by the person 
making the import or export declaration and shall be endorsed 
thereon before presentation to the Senior Customs Officer at 
the place of import or export, or in the case of dutiable goods, 
at the place where the duty is to be paid. 

5. Written authority may be given by or on behalf of the 
Comptroller of Customs in respect of any particular consignment 
of goods for the importation and delivery of such goods notwith- 
standing that the certificate referred to in section 3 of this Order 
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has not been endorsed on the import declaration, provided that 
security is given in such form and to such amount as the Comp- 
troller of Customs may direct for the production of such state- 
ment within such time as may be specified in the written authority 
aforesaid.

JAMAICA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the following 
Jamaica Governnment Press Notice regarding import restrictions 
in Jamaica :— 

In accordance with the general policy throughout the Colonial 
Empire of restricting the importation of unnecessary articles and 
reducing the consumption of imported goods, the public is notified 
that Import Licences will no longer be granted for a number of 
articles and that licences for other articles will be granted only 
for limited quantities on a quota basis. The lists set out below 
show (a) those articles for which licences will not be granted 
except the goods are produced or manufactured in and imported 
directly from the British West Indian Colonies, including British 
Guiana, British Honduras, the Bahamas and Bermuda ; (4) those 
articles which will be limited under quotas. 

It should be emphasised that all imported goods are subject 
to the licensing system which requires that a licence shall be 
obtained BEFORE any goods are ordered from abroad irrespective 
of the country of origin. Goods arriving in the Colony for which 
licences have not been obtained BEFORE THE GOODS WERE SHIPPED 
are liable to confiscation. Licences for purchase abroad have a 
restricted validity (four months in the case of Canada, New- 
foundland and Foreign countries, six months for the British 
Empire other than Canada and Newfoundland). The validity of 
licences will no longer be extended except in very special cases 
and for reasons of importance. It should be recognised that all 
imported goods are liable to restriction in quantity and licences 
will not necessarily be issued for goods which do not appear in 
the list set out below particularly when the expenditure of 
difficult exchange is involved.

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Statutory and Other Government Notices—Contd, 
CHRISTMAS MAILS 


The Postmaster-General announces, at the request of the War 
Office, that letters, Christmas Cards, printed papers and parcels 
intended for Christmas delivery to members of H.M. Forces in 
the Middle East, India, and Malaya must be posted not later 
than Thursday 18 September. It is particularly emphasised 
that the address on correspondence for H.M. Forces should 
include full details of the rank and uait to which the addressee 
belongs. 

Members of the public will appreciate that war conditions 
make it impracticable for the Postmaster-General to announce 
the latest dates of posting for destinations overseas in general , 
he would therefore urge them to post much earlier than in peace- 
time. 


COMPENSATION FOR LOST REGISTERED MAIL 


Some misapprehension appears to exist as to the amount of 
compensation covered by the payment of the minimum fee of 3d. 
(in addition to the postage) for the registration of a letter or 
parcel in the Inland Postal Service. In such a case compensation 
for loss or damage of the registered letter or parcel is limited to a 
maximum of £5. If it is desired to provide for compensation in 
excess of £5, a higher fee must be paid. There is a scale of fees 
ranging up to Is. 1ld., which covers the maximum compensation 
of £400. This scale of fees and compensation does not apply to 
registered or insured letters sent abroad. 

The payment of compensation in all cases is subject to the 
conditions published in the Post Office Guide, one of which 
excludes payment in respect of loss arising directly or indirectly 
from the acts of the King’s enemies.
